Neutrality 
Questioned 


Despite all the major problem* which face can­ 
didate* in a political campaign, it seem* the 
presidential hopefuls of both parties, both Ford and 
Carter, are not very happy with the role the media 
has been playing. 
Both candidates are a little leary of the press, with 
an added bit of criticsm for the remainder of the 
media Carter has decided to curb his openness and 
accessibility after having been burned by his com 
menu on lust and religion His interview concerning 
hts tax policies also has caused him some headaches, 
and made him vulnerable to attack* from the 
Republican ticket 
As his political fortunes sag. Carter came out and 
voiced his opinions against the press nit picking in an 
off the record session with reporters He indicated 
that President Ford wa* not under the same scrutiny 
that he himself was. and Ford was able to pick and 
choose his encounters with the press in his Rose 
Garden campaign 
Each candidate has the perogative of setting his 
own policies with the news media. Political can­ 
didates need and want daily exposure to keep 
themselves in public view It only stands to reason 
their accessibility is their own benefit 


Carter, a relatively unknown candidate when this 
whole thing began, needed the maximum (rf nation­ 
wide exposure and needed to protect his views, 
The press has converged on his hometown of 
Plains. Ga , to learn more about the man who would 
be President As a man trying to project his views and 
to win voters, he has learned there are pitfalls. His 
remarks on ethnic purity, which also caused him 
some trouble, were made in an interview 
Ford has had his problems also He has been forced 
to hold news conferences, by pressure of the press 
and Carter, to explain Clarence Kelly, allegations of 
being under investigation by the special Watergate 
prosecuter. and lately, Earl Butt 


Both candidates are finding out that general press 
conferences, without knowing the directions the 
question* will lead, are politically unwise They have 
both been burned in that manner, and they are con 
stonily trying to avoid that kind of situation 
guesttoning becomes a little bit more touchy, and off- 
the-cuff remarks become very' politically dangerous 
This time around, after the Watergate affair, the 
press undoubtedly feels more of a responsibility to 
question a candidate and make him accountable for 
his policies and utterances It ta a constant spotlight 
for both men. and not a comfortable one 
Most candidates want it both ways In a campaign, 
they also tend to think of reporters as for them or 
against them But the role of the media has not 
changed, and neutrality is still the rule, no matter 
how irritating it may be in the heat of a campaign.

Wisconsin, North and South 
Dakota and Missouri have r e c e i v e d 
emergency declarations from either the

declaring 197 counties in the first four states 
as emergency areas, made certain farmers 
eligible for low interest loans from Ihe 
Farmers Home Administration and the 
Small Business Administration 
Although they are only rough estimates, 
because not much lending can take place 
until the harvesting is finished and the 
actual damage assessed, the KHA pro Jetts 
about $150 million worth of loans (rom the 
U.S. Treasury in those four slates Another 
$30 million may be go to 36 .Missouri 
counties which were added only last week 
lf the farmer is unable to get reasonable 
credit elsewhere, those KHA loans are 
available up to the farmer's kiss from the 
drought, repayable at 5 per cent interest 
A total of 69 counties in .Minnesota, 60 in

program and the haying and grazing from 
waterbanks acreage program 


Projected aid from these programs are 
only rough estimates, but they would be in 
excess of $210 million

make more .ucrative for drought victims 
And some ot the assistance is long lived

Changing Jazz

(UFI) — An uncultured 
person used to be identified by the loudness 
of his record player but that’s not possible 
nowadays because most music is loud, says 
Gene Ramey who played bass in one of the 
great jazz bands. 
It has to be to cover up its faults. 
"Jazz 
has 
definitely 
changed," 
said 
Kamey, who played bass in Jay McShann's 
20th Century Rhythms, one of the better 
known Kansas City jazz bands 
"You’ll notice that there are fewer chords 
being played," said Ramey, who recently 
moved from Kansas City to retire "A tune 
before may have had eight or IO or as many 
as 30 different chords in it." 
Modern jazz — Ramey calls it bop, 
ignoring refinements of the definition - is 
more ritualistic and sounds like a chant 
because it depicts the times 
"In the middle 60s when Vietnam was so 
ferocious, jazz reflected it It was pretty 
violent and boisterous — it describes the 


times," said Kamey, who hopes to find a 
group of musicians who play Kansas City 
Jazz 
"A musical instrument is an extension of 
the human voice," Ramey said “So you'll 
notice that from the cello you can hear the 
sounds and the echoes of the animals in the 
forest. In the violin you can hear the birds " 
The 63-year-old retired bank employe still 
begrudges Texans whose musical tastes 
(which he would describe as a lack of taste* 
forced big band jazz musicians to move to 
Kansas City Kansas City jazz actually is 
Texas jazz, he said 
"When I left Texas in 1962, w,e said you 
could always identify the unrefined people 
by how high they played their record 
player," Ramey said. "Now there are classy 
citizens playing that loud music Funny how 
times change " 


"The only sensible thing is swing — it'*

When you buy eggs, consider the differences between the 
various sue* and keep the following rule in mind lf there is 
more than an eight cent difference in price between medium 
end large sue eggs, then medium eggs cost less per pound ll 
there is less than eight cent* difference 
in price between 
medium and large eggs, the large sue offers more egg for the 
money 
I-ow temperatures are very important when cooking eggs 
because high temperatures and overcooking tend to cause the 
egg protein to become tough and unappetizing 
A greenish coating around the y olk* of hard cooked eggs for 
example, indicate* that the eggs were cauked at too high a 
temperature or were cooked far too lung It may also mean the 
eggs w ere not cooled rapidly enough after cooking The greenish 
color comes from the sulfur and iron compounds in the yolk 
Neither flavor nor nutrition i* affected but the egps don't look 
quite so appetizing Here is one suggestion for a quite nutritious 
supper dish

A fun activity of tail is the collection of dried weeds, flowers, 
cli hsen the fruit of the osage orange or hedge tree can be 
made into an attractive arrangement and here * how 
You will need two or three mature hedge apples gathered 
before frost a,yard or so of red or orange wool yarn, or ball 
fringe, florist wire. and floral tape Tools are sharpriosed pliers 
and a large darning needle 
Slice the hedge apples as thinly as you can. retaining part of 
the pebbly surface on the entire slice An electric knife does a 
fine job, but any butcher knife will do Be sure to wash the knife, 
cutting board, and counter top as soon as you can The sticky 
white juice is hard to remove if it dries 
Place the slices on a foil-covered cookie sheet Bake at ax) 
degrees for two to three hours The time depends on the thinness 
of the circles and the degree of color you like The color will 
range from tan to brown 
Some slices will be slightly cupped when you lake them from 
the oven While they are still warm you can cup the others by 
gently shaping with your fingers While they are still warm and 
pliable quickly make two holes near the center of each with the 
darning needle 
When you are ready to make the flowers cut the varn into I ii. 
lengths or use a ball fringe Place five or six pieces across th* 
center of the cupped slice Then push a piece of florist wire up 
from the back thru one of the holes, bend it over the yarns, or 
through the fringe and down thru the other hole Tw ist this end 
; around the wire with pliers so that the yarn will be beld 
, securely In the same way put a flower on the other end of the 
wire. 
Now wrap the wire with florist tape Be sure to cover the 
twisted wire next to each flower In order to have an odd number 
of flowers in your arrangement, make a single one on a half- 
length of wire 
To make the arrangement bend the covered wire so that the 
stem lengths are different Twist them together to insert in the 
flower holder Bend each stem so that it will hold the flowers 
apart They are more attractive if they do not touch each other
